UNCLASSIFIED 
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(PROTOCOL, PAGE 5, PARAGRAPH 4), WE FIND IT IS IMPOSSIBLE 
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TO TRANSFER U.S. SCIENTISTS TO SOVIET SHIP IN AREA 3-5 
MILES OFFSHORE FROM DUTCH HARBOR, ALASKA. WEATHER 
CONDITIONS AND NO AVAILABILITY OF A SUITABLE VESSEL ARE 
THE REASONS. WE MUST FIND AN ALTERNATIVE, THEREFORE. 

WHEN WE MET WITH YOU IN JANUARY, YOU INDICATED YOU WOULD 
CHECK AGAIN ON THE POSSIBILITY THAT THE SOVIET SHIP MIGHT 
COME INTO THE HARBOR AREA. SINCE THE CONDITIONS ARE MUCH 
MORE SUITABLE IN THE BARBOR AREA, WE COULD ADMAKE A TRANSFER 

THERE WITHOUT NECESSITATING THAT THE VESSEL ACTUALLY DOCK 
OR ANCHOR. THIS OF COURSE REQUIRES THAT YOU OBTAIN A 
PORT CLEARANCE FOR DUTCH HARBOR. 

IF IT IS NOT POSSIBLE TO BRING THE SOVIET VESSEL INTO THE 
HARBOR AREA OF DUTCH HARBOR FROM YOUR STANDPOINT, I
